Some con- 
Rrcssmen were pretty sentlmenl;U and ef- 
fu.slvc about "our boy.^," too. But It wju; iil.-io 
anollier matter when thrlr acute need of 
housing threatened the boom-time protlt-s of 
the real estate awoclatlon.';. Tlius It ha.s 
.seemed that congre.ss Is more anxinu.s now 
to Kuarantec mortpiRcs of tho.se a.s.^^oclatlotis 
than to guarantee the con.st ruction of hoiisr.i 
within reach of a rergeant's pay. 

We hope a few members of congress get 
around to readlnK the fltor>' of the two ser- 
geants. We hope thpy will give some serious 
thought to other pa.st and present members 
of the armed forces who are less liumlllated. 
but no better hou.sed. If the story could help 
ptlr them to a long-.iwalted action, then 
perhaps the embarras.sment that the ser- 
(xanti' families .■suffered was not without 
purpose.
